ſhould be deemed, adjudged, and taken to be natural born Subjects of this Kingdom, to 
all Intents, Conſtructions and Purpoſes whatſoever. And. whereas in the Tenth Lear of 
her ſaid late Majeſty's Reign, another Act was made and paſſed to repeal the ſaid Act 
(except what related to the Children of her Majeſty's natural born Subjects, born out of 
her Majeſty's Allegiance) And whereas ſome Doubts have ariſen upon the Conſtruction 
of the ſaid recited Clauſe in the ſaid Act of the Seventh Year of her late Majeſty's 
Reign: Now, for the explaining the ſaid recited Clauſe in the ſaid Act, relating to 
Children of natural born Subje&s, and to prevent any Diſputes touching the true In-
